“He has done as much for the turf stock of this country as 
the Godolphin Arabian, King Herod, or Highflyer, for that 
of Great Britain. Most of the best stock at present in this 
country are either immediately from the loins of Sir Archy, 
or have been produced from his sons and daughters.” This 
memoir of Sir Archy, appearing in the Turf Register for 
December, 1829, probably was written by Randolph of 
Roanoke and since its appearance turf historians have re- 
ferred to Sir Archy as the Godolphin Arabian of America. 
It is doubtful even in more recent times when St. Simon 
was at his peak, that one stallion had so many sons and 
daughters in the stud. Nearly 100 of Sir Archy’s sons were 
stock horses and 160 of his daughters are listed as brood- 
mares in the Stud Book. During the 1820s, if one wanted to 
raise a Thoroughbred, the practice was to breed a Sir Archy 
mare to the best sires in the country, Sir Charles, Henry, 
Timoleon, Bertrand, or Stockholder, all sons of Sir Archy. 


Sir Archy was bred in partnership by Col. John Tayloe III 
and Capt. Archibald Randolph, and was foaled at Randolph’s 
Ben Lomond plantation on the James River in 1805. When 
the *Diomed colt was 2, Randolph named him Robert Burns 
and sold his half to Tayloe’s nephew Ralph Wormeley VI. 
Tayloe changed his name to Sir Archy, in honor of Randolph, 
and promptly traded his half and $400 to Wormeley for the 
broodmare Young Selima, daughter of the great *Selima. 


Sir Archy started twice at 3 and lost both starts, being dis- 
tanced at Washington by Bright Phoebus, and finishing 
fourth to Col. W. R. Johnson’s Carolinian in the Fairfield 
Sweepstakes at Richmond. Sir Archy was not yet fully 
recovered from an attack of distemper at the time and Col. 
Johnson (Napoleon of the Turf) quickly recognized his great 
—_ and purchased him for $1,500 immediately after 
the race. 


Sir Archy started five times at 4 and won four. He beat 
Wrangler in the Post S. at Richmond and lost two 4-mile 
heats to Wrangler the following week at Petersburg. That fall 
he distanced Wrangler and the field in the Jockey Club 
purse at Richmond, and again distanced his field in the first 
heat the next week at Petersburg. The good horse Blank 
was then considered the only thing in the country able to 
give Sir Archy a workout and a meeting was arranged in 
the Jockey Club purse at Scotland Neck Course at Halifax, 
N.C. Blank battled gallantly, but Sir Archy prevailed by a 
length in both 4-mile heats. The victory was so impressive, 
Gen. William R. Davie, one of North Carolina’s most dis- 
tinguished sons, purchased Sir Archy for $5,000 and imme- 
diately retired him to stud. Until the advent of Boston, a 
grandson of Sir Archy, Col. Johnson termed Sir Archy the 
greatest race horse he had ever seen. 


Standing in North Carolina and Virginia, Sir Archy sired 
Director, Lady Lightfoot, Vanity, Timoleon, Reality in his 
first three crops. 
trious, but they were only the forerunners of a monstrous 
regiment of distinguished horses which kept pouring forth 
for 21 years. The erudite John Hervey in trying to pare 
down the list of Sir Archy’s best sons included no less than 
31, headed by Sir Charles, Timoleon, Henry, Bertrand, and 
Stockholder. Among his top 20 mares were the redoubtable 
Lady Lightfoot, Vanity (never beaten until her final race in 


which she was killed), Reality, Flirtilla, Janet (out of a. 


Sir Archy mare), and Sally Hope. All told in the notices that 
appeared in the Turf Register, there were over 100 animals 
by him of high distinction, without mention of the host of 
others that were just winners. In the limited scope of racing 
in that day, the indications are that of a truly overwhelming 
supremacy.

At the 1955 Keeneland fall sales Conn 
Smythe, of Toronto, paid $2,200 for 
Thomas Piatt’s Alorter—Chala yearling 
colt. marked with 4 white legs. The colt 
won on July 17 under the strange name of 
All Tolls Free. 

The explanation which came back to 
Kentucky was that in the old days a person 
riding a horse with 4 white legs was 
permitted to pass a toll gate without 
paying. 

We do not have the name, age, sex, 
and place of residence of the toll-gate 
keepers who forgot their larceny in the 
face of old superstitions about the signific- 
ance of white markings on a horse. Almost 
certainly they were not Kentuckians. J. 
Winston Coleman, of Lexington, who 
knows the history of central Kentucky 
about as well as most of us know the way 
home, never heard of white-footed horses 
escaping tolls. Doctors on call and funeral 
precessions got through free, but not on 
the basis of markings on the horses. Our 
Aunt Nancy, who must have been some- 
thing of a hellion in those days, got by 
without paying the toll whenever she was 
on a horse that could jump the gate, but 
she has never mentioned the exemption for 
4 white feet. 

Perhaps some historian among our read- 
ers will enlighten us on All Tolls Free. In 
the meantime we rest on the observation of 
one of our folklore-collecting friends, to 
the effect that a man tends to be less 
superstitious when a superstition begins to 
cost him money. 


Little Trouble 


Riding Tribal Chiet in the fifth race at 
Hollywood Park on June 16, jockey John- 
ny Longden had the unusual experience 
of falling off his mount, hitting the rai} 
and bouncing back into the saddle. Tribal 
Chief raced June 29 and July 10 with 
other jockeys. In the eighth race on 
July 17 Longden again had the mount, 
and this time Tribal Chief came home in 
front for the first time in 1956. Longden, 
however, couldn’t prevent the horse from 
bearing out at the end and his mount was 
disqualified. Later that week Longden 
was given a 5-day suspension and lost his 
mount in the Westerner Stakes on Count 
of Honor. It cost Longden about $5.000 
to ride Tribal Chief, whose dam is named

His plan is to fix 
it so that a young housewife in Kalamazoo 
who has forgotten whether to use baking 
powder or arsenic in making cornbread 
can dial CRNBRD and get the directions 
approved by Good Housekeeping.) 

It was left for our French contemporaries 
to be the pioneers in one of the most 
practical applications of this public-ser- 
vice phase of electronics. According to 
a short notice in Paris-Turf, translated 
freely, but not with complete abandon: 

“Racing fans in Algiers have it pretty 
soft. All they have to do is dial 313-22 to 
get the full metropolitan racing results. 
The Pari-Mutuel Urbain there has plugged 
in 2 magnetophones on 2 telephone lines, 
and a call automatically sets the apparatus 
in motion. Moreover, this veritable ‘talk- 
ing clock’ of racing gives the results a 
second time. The P. M. U. is thinking of 
putting in a third magnetophone.” 

Maybe the Bookmakers’ Benevolent and 
Protective Association should steal an idea 
from our more progressive friends across 
the ocean. 


How Long Is a Length? 


The Racing Star, a New York weekly 
devoted to the best interests of horse play- 
ers, got a question from a West Virginia 
reader: 

“Just exactly how many feet is a 
length?” 

The Star, which calls itself the truthful 
racing paper, replied: 

“Horses are not all the same size. 
Some authorities say that 7 feet is the 
average; others claim that 9 feet is 
correct. We believe that 8 feet is the 
average.” 

The Racing Star’s estimate is very close 
to the figures used by The Blood-Horse in 
attempting an estimate of Needles’ speed 
at various stages of the Kentucky Derby 
this year. We made a length equal to 100 
inches, that is, 84% feet. Perhaps Joe 
Hernandez or some of the others who have 
studied various types of race photographs 
can refine the measure.

Last-Furlong Outburst 


The Keeneland summer yearling sales 
under the direction of the Breeders’ Sales 
Company were in the last session, and 
more than a third of the way through it, 
before they began to resemble the spectac- 
ular aspects of the auctions a year ago. 
Up to that point one yearling had reach- 
ed $40,000 in the bidding. But Hip No. 
309. Forest Retreat Farm’s filly by *Nas- 
rullah out of the excellent producer Gala 
Belle, went to Mary Elizabeth Lunn for 
$62.000, the highest price ever paid for a 
yearling filly in an American auction, and 
the crescendo was begun. Before the hot 
afternoon was over this record had been 
broken. 

In the last 2 hours of action in the 3- 
day sales a total of 9 yearlings exceeded 
the $40,000 top price of the first 2 days. 
For the first time in the history of any 
auction series a total of 5 yearlings reach- 
ed the $60,000 mark, and the 1955 top 
price was equaled when Stoner Creek 
Stud’s *Nasrullah—Risque Ma colt was 
knocked down to the Mr. and Mrs. George 
Lewis Stable for $80,000. 

Despite this fiery wind-up the $9,891 
average for the 3-day series was 11.4 per 
cent lower than the average for the 
corresponding sale in 1955, and it was 
also lower than the $9,940 average for 
1954. 

In the first 2 days of auctions some of 
the vendors reached the conclusion that 
the market was much lower than in 1955. 
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and there was a variety of speculation 
as to the reason. The steel strike, the 
stock market, the presidential election 
year, shortage of stall space—items such 
as these came into the conversations. But 
none of them offered any convincing 
explanation that the market actually was 
down. 

There were other reasons for the lower 
prices. The 1955 market at Keeneland 
was extraordinary; it would have been 
surprising if another catalogue could have 
been assembled to equal the high average 
and high proportion of big prices of last 
year. 

But the biggest difference, as it appear- 
ed to The Blood-Horse, was not in the 
catalogue itself, but in the appearance of 
the stock. As the yearlings at the first 
session were passing through the ring the 
tentative impression was that they were 
inferior to the usual offerings of the big 
summer auctions. They were less sturdy, 
lighter in bone and body, perhaps smaller 
than usual. 

When the later sessions appeared to 
confirm this observation, we began asking 
others their impression of the stock being 
offered. A few of the consignors were 
unwilling to admit that the 1956 yearlings 
were less impressive than those offered in 
other years at Keeneland. Beyond these 
few sellers the opinion was unanimous 
that the 1956 sale was below par for the 
course. 

It was only in degree of emphasis that 
the opinions varied. Some of the buyers 
remarked, “It’s harder to find a good one.” 
A veteran of many years was looking over 
a group of last-session yearlings under an 
awning an hour or so before catching a

plane. “I’m still down here trying to make 
myself like these horses,” he said. He 
left without having made a_purchase— 
just about the time the market erupted. An- 
other old-timer had an order to buy about 
$50.000 worth if he could find some good 
ones. “They just ain’t here. I haven’t 
made a bid.” he said. The harshest judg- 
ment heard was: “Worst bunch of year- 
lings I ever saw here.” 

If the yearlings were “off” as much as 
the buyers thought they were, the market 
itself was not off at all. The puzzle was: 
why did one crop of yearlings differ so 
much from another that the judgment of 
the difference was confirmed almost un- 
animously? The selection committee had 
made its choices from the largest group 
ever offered for the summer catalogue; 
there was no explanation to be found in 
lack of numbers. The explanation would 
have to be sought in something of a gen- 
eral nature, possibly the hot, dry weather 
which prevailed when the foals of 1955 
were in the early stages of gestation. 

Whatever the reason, the 1956 yearlings 
at Keeneland were not as choice a lot as 
“the sale of selected yearlings” has been 
able to offer in recent years. Hence it 
is concluded here that they sold on a 
market at least as high as that of the 
pervious year, and that the prospects for 
the coming auctions at Saratoga and Del 
Mar may be based upon the individuals 
to be offered, not upon any lessening of 
the enthusiasm of buyers for acceptable 
horses.

His son, Leslie 
Brownell Combs II, sold another 17 head 
for an average of $10,012. 

Others sharing the high tide of prices 
were Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek 
Stud, which averaged $23,564 for 11 head, 
and Dr. Eslie Asbury’s Forest Retreat 
Farm, whose 6 head made an average of 
$21,000. The later the hour, and the more 
persons who drifted away, the more spirit- 
ed was the bidding. When the last year- 
ling was brought into the ring—L. B. 
Mayer’s *Royal Charger—Your Hostess 
colt—three-quarters of the spectators had 
departed; but William S. Evans, bidding 
for an undisclosed California buyer, had 
to go to $50,000 to get him. 

The Mr. and Mrs. George Lewis Stable 
paid $80,000 for Stoner Creek’s *Nas- 
rullah—Risque Ma colt. The Murcain 
and Byars stable, whose trainer Eddie 
Hayward had been the last to drop out on 
the $80,000 colt, went to $65,000 for Leslie 
Combs’ son of *Royal Charger out of the 
stakes winner Sequence. Mrs. Charles 
Ulrich Bay paid $63,000, beating G. R.

Bets up 13 Per Cent 


Narragansett Park on July 21 closed one 
of its most successful meetings. Total 
attendance was up 22 per cent and betting 
13 per cent. 

In 24 days the track drew 310,410 per- 
sons, average 12.934, and the betting total- 
ed $19,288,608, average $803,692. For the 
1955 summer meeting the daily average 
figures for attendance and betting were 
10.645 and $714,010. 

Net purse distribution reached $580.700.

Speedway Average $159,552 


The first Thoroughbred meeting at the 
Fairgrounds Speedway in Louisville closed 
on July 21, with betting under what track 
officials had anticipated.

_ The five-eighths track this year enjoyed 
the most successful spring meeting ever 
held in Michigan. The only records it 
failed to beat were those set at Hazel Park 
in the latessummer and fall of 1953. 

A total of 772,067 persons attended the 
Hazel Park races this year and they bet 
$45,677,860. On the basis of daily aver- 
ages of 12,868 at the gate and $761,297 
at the wickets the track showed increases 
of 8 and 61% per cent in those depart- 
ments. 

In 1953 it handled an average of $788,- 
646 in 57 days after the MRA finished a 
spring meeting with a mark of $755,175.

Ribot’s Easy Triumph 


Curiously enough, the only Derby win- 
ner in the starting field for the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes 
was the one from Belgium, Todrai, which 
charged the tapes and unseated his rider 
at the start, then ran loose for more than 
2 miles before being caught in the pad- 
dock and remounted by V. Vandendries- 
sche. He was one of the 3 starters against 
which the bookmakers offered the outside 
price of 33 to 1, but he made most of the 
pace and gave way only in the last quarter- 
mile. The unbeaten Italian champion Ribot 
was favorite at 2 to 5 and gained his 14th 
victory in easy fashion.

Ribot was a near-certainty, on the basis 
of his 8-length victory in the Gran Premio 
di Milano over his stablemate Tissot, best 
of the Italian 3-year-olds, and he won as 
his rider pleased. Patras was left behind 
when the tapes went up. Daemon took 
the lead from the start and yielded to 
Todrai after the first 3 furlongs. The 
Belgian colt was still in front as they 
turned into the straight, but he was weak- 
ening as Ribot and High Veldt moved past 
him a little more than a quarter-mile from 
the post. For an instant there appeared 
to be a genuine contest between High 
Veldt and Ribot. but the Italian champion, 
which always had been close to the leaders, 
galloped away in the last furlong to win by 
5 lengths. 

This was Ribot’s fifth “big race.” He 
took the Gran Criterium at 2, the Prix de 
l’Are de Triomphe and Premio del Jockey 
Club at 3, and the Gran Premio di Milano 
this year. It is doubtful whether he. will 
run again, his owners feeling that he 
already has qualiifed fully for stud service, 
but he is still engaged in the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe and has been invited to 
Laurel for the Washington, D. C., Inter- 
national. 

Tenerani, sire of Ribot, won the Italian 
Derby and Gran Premio di Milano; his 
sire, Bellini, won the Italian Derby; and 
Bellini’s sire, Cavaliere d’Arpino, son of 
the French Havresac II, won the Gran 
Premio di Milano. The maternal line is 
not so distinguished, though Ribot’s dam 
won the Criterium Nazionale at 2; the first 
classic mare in the family is Ribot’s 13th 
dam, Medora, winner of the Oaks in 1814.

"We Hope to Meet Nashua” 


Los Ancetes. Hollywood Park’s 55- 
day spring and summer meeting came to a 
close in mid-week with a crowd of 43.442 
on hand to see racing’s biggest box office 
attraction, Swaps. set another world 
record. 

The occasion was the 15th running of 
> the $110.500 Sunset Handicap, a distance 
of one mile and 5 furlongs, and it turned 
out to be as easy a race as the great colt 
ever had had. Shouldering 130 pounds for 
the fourth straight time, and backed down 
to odds of 1-10, Swaps literally breezed 
the distance in 2:3815 to knock 1% 
seconds off the old record of 2:3945, set 
by Ace Admiral in the same stakes in 
1949. That was the year Hollywood’s 
meeting was chased to Santa Anita Park 
by a fire that destroyed the Inglewood 
course. 

Swaps was permitted to run only about 
an eighth of a mile—which sounds a little 
foolish, considering how he annihilated the 
world record. Willie Shoemaker had such 
a hard time restraining Swaps for the other 
12 furlongs that after the race his hands 
were red and sore and his arms were as 
stiff as boards. 

The Sunset was little more than a gallop 
for Swaps, although along the way he was 
clocked in 2:13 for a mile and 3 fur- 
longs (a second faster than Man o’ War’s 
world record) and 2:2545 for a mile-and- 
a-half (144 seconds faster than Boling- 
broke’s American record). 

The only time Shoemaker had any 
trouble was at-the start. Swaps, eager to 
take off, almost ran away with Willie 
before the little jockey could get a good 
hold. After that Swaps breezed along 
with smooth, effortless strides, keeping 
about a length and a half in front of 


Honeys Alibi, until he reached the far 
turn the second time. 


Then Shoemaker let him run a little, and 
Swaps quickly stepped into a 6-length lead 
before reaching the top of the home 
stretch. Willie never touched him with the 
whip. never even showed it to him. In the 
last sixteenth, Shoemaker eased Swaps. 
cutting his margin over Honeys Alibi to 
414 lengths at the wire. Blue Volt was 
third, Alidon fourth. 


It was Swaps’ fourth world record of the 
year (he also has tied one), and it was 
further proof. if more was needed. that 
Hollywood Park’s racing strip is the fastest 
in the country. The track now holds 7 
world records—all the way from 5 fur- 
longs to one mile and 5 furlongs—and 
eventually, I suppose, Hollywood will have 
all the records. The fans seemed to like 
it, and the management always made 
certain that the track was at its very 
fastest on the afternoons that Swaps per- 
formed. 

Although there was some criticism of 
the 130-pound impost assigned Swaps, he 
actually carried 4 pounds over the scale. 
The squawks were from those who main- 
tain a horse must carry heavier loads than 
that before proving himself great. Paul 
Zimmerman, sports editor of the Los 
Angeles Times, wrote: “It is enough to ask 
him to carry top weight. It is too much 
to saddle him with excessive lead to the 
point that some cheap horse, in with a 
feather, can run him down. That theory 
belongs to the age of the handbooks, the 
standing start and all the other outmoded 
elements of horse racing.” 

My own feeling is that’ it would have 
been impossible to weight Swaps so that 
horses like Tordito and Adam’s Apple 
would have had a chance to beat him. 
Putting more weight on Swaps would have 
accomplished only one of 2 things—either 
he would have broken down or been

retired. In either case, his racing days 
would have ended. 

The morning after the Sunset, Swaps 
and 7 stablemates—Terrang, Like Magic, 
California Kid, Molly Maid, Candy Dish, 
Tussle Patch, and New Trend—departed 
for Chicago. Swaps’ first start in the 
Midwest will be in the $100.000-added 
Washington Park Handicap at one mile 
on September 3, and after that Rex Ells- 
worth and Meshach Tenney are planning 
on races at Atlantic City, Pimlico, and 
Laurel. 

“We hope to meet Nashua in one of those 
races,” Tenney said. 

Tenney said he is not interested in point- 
ing Swaps for a race such as the 2-mile 
Jockey Club Gold Cup at Belmont Park, 
“It’s a distance a horse will run only 
once,” Tenney explained, “and it’s difficult 
to teach him what is expected of him.” 


Best This and That 


In the poll of Turf writers on the “bests” 
of the meeting. Swaps was voted the best 
horse of the season as well as the best 
handicap horse. The only surprising thing 
about the poll was that Swaps did not 
corral all the votes; one scribe voted for 
Robert Lehman’s Count of Honor as the 
horse of the meeting. 

Count of Honor, which won 5 races in 5 
weeks and climaxed his string with an 
impressive victory in the Westerner Stakes, 
was voted the best 3-year-old colt, with 
Triple Jay being named the top 3-year-old 
filly. 

Mary Machree was voted the best mare, 
while the George Lewis Stable made a 
sweep of 2-year-old honors with Lucky 
Mel and Darling Adelle. 

Tenney was named the best conditioner, 
and the Argonaut Handicap, in which 
Swaps set a world record of 1:33, was 
picked as the top race of the season. 

Total attendance was 1,681,176, a daily 
average of 30,567 and an increase of 6.7 
per cent over last year. Aggregate handle 
was $120,162,450, for a daily average of 
$2,184,771 and a gain of 5.5 per cent over 


another length behind. The Rex Ellsworth colt is now at Washington Park, where he is scheduled to run September 3. 
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Jast summer. Hollywood Park distributed 
$3.568.900 in stakes, believed to be a 
record, and paid $7,569,639 in mutuel 
taxes and breakage to the State of Cali- 
fornia. 


Something to Cheer 


The big last day of the Hollywood Park 
meeting took some of the edge off the 
opening of Del Mar on the next afternoon. 
The inaugural crowd of 8.275, about 1.200 
under the turnout of last year. saw *Poona 
II race to his first victory since the 1955 
Santa Anita Handicap. 

It’s been a long time since Herman and 
Gwen Helbush have had much chance to 
cheer any of their horses, but *Poona II 
may remedy that this summer. He scored 
by 6 lengths in 1:09 to equal the track 
record and establish himself as an early 
favorite to win the Del Mar Handicap on 
September 3.

MICHIGAN 
Strike Averted by MRA 


Detroit. For a while last week the 
hassle over stalls for Michigan-owned 
horses threatened to mar the opening of 
the Michigan Racing Assocation track. 
There were pickets, strike threats, argu- 
ments, statements from all sides. 

At week’s end the tempest subsided. 
The last 32 Michigan horses without stalls 
at the MRA were assured space. 

Pickets who had paraded outside the 
gates of the Detroit Race Course for 2 
days junked signs reading: “Michigan 
Owners, Competent and Qualified, Denied 
Stalls” and “MRA Unfair to Michigan 
Thoroughbred Owners Association — We 
Need Stalls!” 

On Friday night, July 27, the MRA 
and Michigan Thoroughbred Owners As- 
sociation agreed on a solution. The track 
issued a statement which MOTA leaders 
accepted: 

“The MRA has allocated stalls for its 
1956 meeting, over 500 of which have gone 
to qualified Michigan owners. The few 
Michigan owners, through the MTOA, 
have sought to bring pressure for stalls by 
picketing and other tactics. The issues 
have been resolved as follows: 


“1. The pickets have been withdrawn. 

“2. No additional stalls will be allotted 
to Michigan owners at this time. 

“3. Any stalls which become available 
will be allotted on the basis of merit — 
that is, the quality and caliber of the 
horses involved as determined by our di- 
rector of racing, F. G. Farrell. To the 
extent that Michigan owners meet this 
test, as always, they will be preferred.” 

Although no additional stalls were al- 
lotted, the unhappy Michigan owners 
seemed satisfied that they would get them 
before long. Charles White, MTOA presi-

dent, asserted that half of the 32 horses 
involved were already assured stall space. 

The trouble started after the MRA dis- 
carded an old eligibility rule for stalls, 
just as Hazel Park had done in the spring. 
Hazel Park had seen to it that all Michi- 
gan horses received stalls, however, after 
a conference between racing secretary 
Horace Wade and MTOA officials. 

The MRA had tried to hold out. At 
first, Farrell rejected 163 Michigan-owned 
horses. Then he admitted 86 of them and, 
upon the request of the MTOA, he re- 
viewed his list again and granted stalls to 
another 43. Several owners shipped their 
horses to other tracks, and that left 32 
barred. 

The MTOA objected that some of its 
horses should be denied stalls “while out- 
of-state horses below the standard of our 
own should be granted stalls.” 

On behalf of the MRA, Farrell and vice 
president George Haggarty replied that 
the track reserved the right to admit sta- 
bles as it saw fit, accepting some cheap 
horses to get an allowance or handicap 
horse in the same stable. 

“We will not guarantee stalls to anyone 
based on any eligibility rule,” said Hag- 
garty. 

“When you tie in an eligibility rule 
with a guarantee of stalls, it automatically 
becomes a top instead of a minimum,” 


said Farrell. “It tells a horseman, ‘Don’t 
spend over $2,000 for a horse,’ and there’s 
no incentive for him to get a better horse.” 


The Wary Eye 


While this was going on, the national 
office of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association kept a wary eye. 
Only a few weeks earlier MTOA officials 
had swept into control of the Michigan 
division of the HBPA in an _ annual 
election. 

Defeated officials of the HBPA, fearing 
possible strike action by the MTOA 
through its control of the HBPA, appealed 
to national president Irving Gushen. 

“The HBPA is not in any way involved 
in the situation at the MRA,” Gushen 
wired members of the Michigan division. 
“Suggest that all members proceed in the 
usual manner.” 

In case of trouble, a newly organized 
unit of the American Trainers Association 
stood ready to fight a possible strike. 

“We'd pull our 39 members out of the 
HBPA in a minute, and the HBPA divi- 
sion would fold,” said William Zakoor. 
He had organized the ATA group with 
the help of George C. White, only out- 
of-state horseman left on the HBPA 
board. 

John Morgan, who operates the van com- 
pany which moves the bulk of horses be- 
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Levee, ridden by Hedley Woodhouse, won the $50,000 Monmouth Oaks on July

tween the Detroit tracks. offered services 
to anyone who asked for it. He had the 
assurance of teamsters’ union officials that 
it was all right to cross the MTOA picket 
line. 

There were no takers on Morgan’s offer, 
however. No vans entered the MRA stable 
area after the pickets appeared. 

“Men, it’s all right to ship your horses,” 
announced Zakoor over the Hazel Park 
loudspeaker. A few minutes later rival 
horsemen almost came to blows at the 
stable gates. 

At this point, Ray Grundy, Michigan 
HBPA president and MTOA vice presi- 
dent, hurried off to the MRA for another 
meeting. Out of this conference came the 
settlement. 


New Rule at Hazel Park 


Meanwhile. Mrs. Audrey Gabel was 
drafting a new eligibility rule for the 
1957 season at Hazel Park. 

The old rule had been discarded by the 
track because Wade had regarded it as 
“too lenient.” The old rule provided that 
“entries will not be accepted on horses 
who have run for a claiming price of 
$2.000 or less within the last year unless 
they have finished first. second or third 
for a claiming price of $2,000 or over 
since that date. Two and three-year-olds 
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excepted. No entries accepted on maidens 
five years old or older.” 

In its place Wade and Hazel Park 
president Richard Connell agreed on the 
following: “Entries will not be accepted 
on horses which have started for $2,000 
or less during the previous year which 
have not won for a claiming price of 
$2,000 or more; 

“Except for horses which earn 10 points 
during the year, points to be determined 
on a basis of 3 for a second and 1 for a 
third, at a claiming price of $2,000 or 
better, and any horse earning 10 such 
points will be eligible to start. 

“However, any horse which, having won 
for $2,000, runs at a claiming price of 
less than that figure, must again win for 
$2.000 to be eligible to start. Two-year- 
olds of the previous calendar year are 
exempt.” 

Grundy accepted the new rule on behalf 
of the HBPA, and Wade said that it would 
apply to out-of-state horses as well as 
Michigan horses. 

“It’s a good, hard-hitting rule,” said 
Wade. “It gets rid of the chronic also- 
ran while giving the consistent cheap 
horse a chance.” 

The MRA refused to discuss any eligi- 
bility rule until the opening of its meeting 
was out of the way. At CoFFMAN

New Track Planned 


A group of Kentucky horsemen last 
week announced the formation of the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club, Inc., an organization 


formed to build a new race track in 
northern Kentucky. 
Spokesman Matt Winn Williamson. 


owner of Old Westport Place. near Louis- 
ville, said his group has obtained an op- 
tion on 371 acres near Florence. Ky., 
about 12 miles south of Cincinnati. If 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
gives its approval —and a “letter of as- 
surance” already has been obtained — a 
37-day meeting will be offered in the fall 
of 1957. 

The track will be a one-mile oval, with 
a 7-furlong turf course. Architects for 
the project will be William Emmett Burk 
Jr.. of Albuquerque, who recently super- 
vised the construction of Turf Paradise 
in Arizona, and Robert Rader Jr.. of 
Lexington. 

Serving as officers with Williamson, 
who is president of the organization, will 
be Horace Wade and H. P. Morancy. 
Wade. who is racing secretary at Hazel 
Park and racing secretary and director 
of racing at Gulfstream Park, will be vice 
president and general manager. Morancy, 
who owns Knobview Farm, Lebanon, Ky., 
and is secretary of the Kentucky commis- 
sion, will be secretary-treasurer. 

Directors will include Warren Wright 
Jr.. of Lexington; Richard R. Deupree 
Jr. and Richard C. Crisler, both of Cin- 
cinnati; Freeman Keyes, of Chicago; 
James Paddock. of Louisville; Harry Trot- 
sek, of Coral Gables, Fla.; H. H. Mundy. 
of Pawhuska, Okla.; and Lewis K. Hag- 
gin, of Lexington. 

A list of stockholders was not an- 
nounced. Those interested in the track, 
in addition to the officers and directors, 
include Joseph L. Arnold and Harry Reid 
Jr.. both of Lexington. Arnold, an at- 
torney, is a close friend of Gov. A. B. 
Chandler. Reid headed a group of Ken- 
tucky and Ohio businessmen who attempt- 
ed to obtain commission approval earlier 
this year for a track at Nicholson, Ky.. a 
few miles east of Florence. He is the 
new track’s promoter.

“Go as slow as you can for as far as you can,” 
trainer Meshach Tenney told Willie Shoemaker 
before the Sunset Handicap. 

Shoemaker did the best he could — when the 
race was over his hands were beet-red — but still 
Swaps set a world record of 2:38% for the 15g 
miles. 

For the longest race of Swaps’ career handicap- 
per John Maluvius had held fast to the 130-pound 
limit, a weight Swaps had carried in each of his 
last 3 engagements, in which he set a_ world 
record, equaled a world record, and_ established 
a track record. The others in the field were 
given such low assignments that none of the jockeys 
could make the weight, and as a result Blue Volt, 
Huzzah, and Tordito were 5 pounds overweight, 
Alidon was 4 over, Mary Machree 3, Honeys Alibi 
and Adam’s Apple 2, and Beau Busher 1 over. 

The race was Swaps’ from the start. For most 
the first  mile-and-a-half. which Swaps did in 
2:254% (American record, Bolingbroke’s 2:27% 
in 1942), with Shoemaker holding as tight as 
possible, the leader’s margin was 114 lengths. On the 
stretch turn Honeys Alibi had passed Adam’s Apple 
and threatened to make a contest, but Shoemaker 
relaxed a little, and Swaps spurted to a 6-length 
lead. In the last sixteenth the jockey was taking 
up again, and Swaps coasted across the finish line 
with a margin of 4% lengths. His time of 2:38% 


was 2%5 seconds faster than Social Outeast’s track 
record and 136 seconds quicker than Ace Admiral’s 
(The Blood-Horse prefers the term 


world record. 


King Hairan led most of the way in the Great American Stakes at Jamaica on 


July 25, easily holding off the stretch challenge of Beauguerre, which finished 
second, 14, lengths behind. It was King Hairan’s sixth stakes win this year.

Rex 
Ellsworth added, “I just can’t imagine a_ horse 
running any easier than Swaps did this afternoon.” 

Said Mel Peterson, who rode Blue Volt: “He's 
like a mechanical rabbit the dogs can never 
catch.”

Warner’s Migoli colt Grounded, which 
refused to fly to America and remained 
to win juvenile stakes in England. War- 
ren Place, at the top of Warren Hill, is a 
magnificent training establishment. but it 


is obvious that Gwen and Noel Murless 
yearn for their North Country stud farm 
and its peace and quiet. 

Then to the sales, for a visit with Tatter- 
salls” president Ken Watt, who was prais- 
ing Robert Sterling Clark’s gesture of giv- 
ing Never Say Die to the National Stud. 
At the races we had a talk with Lord 
Astor, Clive Graham, and others, the gist 
of which was that. unless the bookmakers 
are banned and the tote made to contri- 
bute more to purse money, English racing 
is doomed.

Last day at Newmarket. high- 
lighted by a visit to the aging Hyperion 
and his husky young neighbor Never Say 
Die. The latter has finished into a most 
handsome stallion, looking like a War Ad- 
miral all over. He is extremely sure 
with his mares. His American crosses 
may help to revitalize the British Thor- 


oughbred — a matter of grave import just 
now, with the French taking so many im. 
portant races. 

July 8. Left London early, driving to 
Ogbourne. in Wiltshire, by way of Marl- 
borough, where we joined Sir Gordon 
and Lady Richards for breakfast. The 
former great jockey has a lovely home 
and garden, handy to his stables and gal- 
lops, high on the Downs. I doubt if there 
are better gallops in England than at 
Ogbourne, where the turf, untouched in 
the history of man, is unexcelled. Sir 
Gordon started there as an apprentice 
and knows every inch of the immense 
stretches of downland. He pointed out 
the Manton gallops, where Alec Taylor 
trained many famous horses, and Beck- 
hampton, where “the Guvynor,” as Gordon 
always refers to the late Fred Darling, 
trained his powerful stable. There are 
40-odd horses in the Richards stable, 
which is just getting going. With his in- 
telligence and vast knowledge of Thor- 
oughbreds, it is only a matter of time be- 
fore Sir Gordon comes to the fore in his 
new profession. He won 3 races in a 
day. just after we had seen the string. 

Next to Pangbourne, in Berkshire, where 
Cyllene was foaled, and where Gerald Me- 
Elligott had Robert Sterling Clark’s blood- 
stock. One had to be impressed with 
the class of the descendants of Galaday, 
which “made” the Clark stable.

Then to one of the loveliest spots in 
England, Cliveden, built by the late Lord 
Astor and deeded to the National Trust 
on his death, but occupied by the present 
peer and his family. The stud groom, 
W. Guy, had been at Cliveden since its 
feundation half a century ago. *Bright 
Knight. *St. Germans, and many others 


well known in America he recalled for us, 


We were shown the Oaks winner Am- 
biguity. the American-bred Blue Ballad, 
and a fine band of mares and foals. as 
well as some excellent yearlings. The 
visit wound up with some lively discussion 
with American-born Lady Astor on the 
cross of the British sire on the American 
dam, particularly as it applied to some 
recently prominent national leaders. 

July 10. When Harry Peacock has fin- 
ished saddling his horses for the Ascot 
meeting, he will tell you he is “going back 
to England.” meaning Yorkshire. Today 
we stopped at Scarborough, on the York- 
shire coast, having come to York to meet 
Sir Eric Ohlson and to see something of 
the local training areas. This was our 
first visit to Scarborough, a seaside re- 
sort, since the day the war was declared 
in August, 1914, and not much has been 
changed, except that many fine old homes 
have been turned into hotels. 


First we drove to Malton. long ago the 
place where John Scott trained his Derby 
winners and the I’Ansons had the Blink 
Bonny Stud, hard by Captain Elsey’s pri- 
vate gallops. where we watched the good 
colt Chantelsey go a nice canter, accom- 
panied by a score or more of his stable- 
mates. After a picnic lunch in the shade 
of a ruined abbey, whose walls must 
have stood for more than a_ thousand 
years, we went on to visit the veteran 
rider Billy Nevett, who had ridden Dante 
to his Derby win for Sir Eric. Bill had 
just had a nasty tumble, but was getting 
along well. He was caught by the barrier 
and thrown to the ground. Lying half un- 
conscious, he heard the starter say they 
must be off without him. Knowing that 
his owner had a good place bet on (there 
was an unbeatable cinch in the race), 
Billy yelled, “Tha’ canna go wi’ out me,” 
climbed upon his mount, and secured the 
bet before going to the hospital for treat- 
ment. Billy has a nice little stud farm to 
keep him busy when he retires — he’s 
only about 53 now. 

Next to Archie MclIntyre’s Theakston 
Hall, at Bedale, to see the blind Dante, 
another true-made Nearco, and to look 
over Sir Eric’s lovely filly by Dante that 
will go to Doncaster in September. Mr.

For the night, to Tim Vigors’ 
home at Straffan Station, where, 30 years 
past, we went to see Roi Herode. 


July 15. Another “saft” morning, as 
the Irish say when the rain is pouring, 
We went to Lucan ... then with Dan 
Bulger. for whom a Cambridgeshire win- 
ner was named, to Maynooth to look at as 
fine a group of foals as one will see any- 
where. The property of Frank Tuthill, 
steward of the Irish Turf Club, and breed- 
er of the great race mare Musidora. among 
many good ones, this group will go to 
Doncaster next year. 

Across Kildare to Westmeath to Mrs. 
Muriel MacCall’s Tally Ho Stud to see 
the mares of Mrs. George Greenhalgh and 
the foals by *Tulyar and Aureole that soon 
will be heading for Springsbury in Vir. 
ginia. Then to the ancestral home of the 
Boyd-Rochforts, Middleton Park, where we 
saw an outstanding foal, by *Tulyar. out 
of the good producer Judith, as well as a 
couple of nice ones owned by Mrs. Milton 
Erlanger, of New Jersey. It is surprising 
to find so many mares owned by Ameri- 
can breeders in Ireland and England. 

Across the vast bog of Allan to Tully, 
the quiet little Kildare village where, half 
a century ago, Col. William Hall Walker, 
later Lord Wavertree, founded the stud 
which he gave to the British nation. 
Minoru, Myrobella,-*Challenger II, Big 
Game. Sun Chariot, Blandford, Stardust, 
and *Prince Palatine are a few of the 
names one thinks of in connection with 
Tully, which passed to the Irish govern- 
ment when the British-owned inhabitants 
were moved to Dorset in 1943. 

It is a lovely place, with a charming 
Japanese garden, but we thought of an 
Irish wake upon seeing the couple of hun- 
dred persons gathered to see the departure 
of *Tulyar, which was to be loaded at 
6 p.m. for Shannon and the United States. 
Not alone was the parish priest on hand, 
but the Church of England’s representa- 
tive was also there, with additional priest- 
ly strength from the ancient cathedral 
town of Kildare, a couple of miles away. 
There were men, women and children on 
hand when the brown horse came out, 
followed by Colonel Sager, who had ad- 
ministered a light dose of oil to guard 
against troubles en route, and Irish veter- 
inarian Max Cosgrave, representing the 
Vigors Agency, and manager David Hyde. 

*Tulyar entered his box, a commodious 
van, operated, as are all methods of public 
horse transportation, by the Irish Govern- 
ments Through contributions from the 
tote funds, horses get free travel back and 
forth from race meetings. 

Now we drove south through Irish vil- 
lages to Cashel, to see a few of Vincent 
O’Brien’s well kept stable.

The Handicapped Handicappers 


In European countries a handicap is a race 
for second-class horses, not quite good enough 
to contest the best of the weight-for-age tests. 
Occasionally a first-class runner is entered for 
one of the more important handicaps, and he is 
quite welcome to run if his owner and trainer are 
willing for him to make the attempt under, say, 
135 or 145 pounds. And he is not particularly like- 
ly to win, because, to quote from the Jockey Club’s 
rules of racing, “A ‘handicap’ is a race in which 
the weights to be carried by the horses are adjust- 
ed by the handicapper for the purpose of equalis- 
ing their chances of winning,” and the handi- 
cappers of other countries consider themselves 
obligated to follow the rules of racing. 


In North America weight-for-age racing is 
virtually a thing of the past, largely because our 
racing executives have taken it for granted that 
distance racing is a thing of the past, unsuited to 
American horses and American trainers. Most of 
our rich races for older horses are handicaps. 


As of 1956, however, they are only pseudo- 
handicaps. The handicappers have departed so 
far from the rules of racing that it is time to take 
stock of the so-called handicap in this country. 


The weights for the Sunset Handicap at 
Hollywood Park are an example of the pseudo- 
handicap. Swaps was assigned 130 pounds, Porter- 
house 112, Bobby Brocato 111, Mister Gus 110, 
Honeys Alibi 106, Alidon 105, Beau Busher 104, 
Blue Volt and Huzzah 103, Adam’s Apple 102, Six 
Fifteen, Tordito, Spinney, and Timber Son 100 
each. 

Porterhouse, Bobby Brocato, and Mister Gus 
did not run. Every horse in the starting field 
except Swaps carried overweight—Honeys Alibi, 
2 pounds; Alidon, 4; Beau Busher, 1; Mary 
Machree, 3; Blue Volt, 5; Huzzah, 5; Adam’s 
Apple, 2; Tordito, 5. The total overweight was 
27 pounds. 


Aside from the overweights, the fact that 
Hollywood Park permitted only straight betting 
was evidence before the race that the so-called 
handicap was not a handicap. Swaps confirmed 
the fact by his easy victory. 

The same thing has been going on in the East 
with Nashua. The handicappers there have been 
“playing ball” with the owners of this excellent 
runner, faithfully meeting their condition that 
130 pounds is the limit. (The 132-pound top in 


the Brooklyn suggests that the GNYA does have a 
consience. ) 

We find it difficult to believe that the handi- 
cappers themselves—including the successor to 
Walter Spencer Vosburgh and John Blanks Camp- 
bell—have lost their own integrity to such a point. 
The alternative is to believe that they are acting 
in accordance with instructions from their employ- 
ers and are doing their poor best under the 130- 
pound limit specified by management. 

If this assumption is correct—and what 
other assumption is conceivable?—then it is time 
for management to consider whether its policy 
is wise or outrageous, or both. There is no other 
country in the world where such a policy would 
be considered ethical, where a horse would be 
considered entitled to more money simply because 
he already had won a huge amount of it. Perhaps 


“the directors of our major race courses should 


pause to think upon the ethics of this situation. 
They have 3 choices: 

1) To remain unethical, countermanding the 
rules of racing. 

2) To rewrite the conditions of their most 
important handicaps as descending handicaps, 
with a specified maximum weight. (Other races 
could be written as ascending handicaps, with a 
specified bottom weight.) 

3) To let the handicappers do an honest job. 

A possible fourth alternative, the resuscita- 
tion of genuine distance racing, is not available 
for immediate consideration, since it would re- 
quire years. At the moment the only honest 
choice lies between 2 and 3. We believe the choice 
should be made, because the 130-pound limit has 
nullified the stated purpose of the handicap, to 
equalize the chances of the runners, and its busi- 
ess purpose, to spread the betting over a large 
field. 

The argument that a horse will break down if 
he carries 131 pounds cannot be supported with 
convincing evidence, and, even if it could be 
supported, would not be pertinent. However, if 
racing executives still insist that it is better to 
wrap up their big handicaps as gift parcels for 
outstanding horses than to lose such horses as 
gate attractions, we suggest that they follow 
choice 2 and divide their handicaps into 2 
categories, descending and ascending, specifying 
in the conditions the top weight for one and the 
bottom weight for the other. The handicappers, 
we are convinced, would enjoy being honest men 
again.
